Answers to your questions about our sales ...

Various designs for trade dollars were 
produced in 1871 and 1872, and the reverse 
of this issue first appeared on Judd-1220 
showing a Liberty Seated design made in 1872. 
However this unique bare head design was 
only used on this combination of Judd-1276 
and 1277.

This piece has a marvelous appearance, and 
is superior to the Judd plate coin. The only 
recent record noted was in an Ivy Sale of July, 
1980.
